SANTIAGO, Chile— (/P)— First gov- 


vcrnmcnt reports Thursday gave more 
than 4,000 dead, and the total may 
go nbove 12,000, in an earthquake that 
spread ruin and terror through cen- 
tral Chile Tuesday night. 


The government communique was 


the first official tabulation of death 
and damage; but it was far from com- 
plete. 


Meanwhile, 
President 
Roosevelt 


cabled the president of Chile inquiring 
whether. the United Stales could be of 
any asistancc in relieving any of the 
suffering. 


Norman Armour, American ambas- 


sador to Chine, cabled the Departmonl 
of State that up to Wednesday night 
he had received no reports of any 
American citizens among the dead 
or injured. 


Clly Wiped Out 
* 


SANTIAGO, Chile.- (/P) —A violent 


midnight earthquake Tuesday night 
was believed Wednesday to have caus- 
ed thousands of deaths in a destruc- 
tion which reached from north of San- 
tiago, the capital of Chile, to Valdivia, 
•150 miles south. 


A Pan-American Grace Aihlincs pilot 


advised his headquarters at Lima, 
i cm, Tuesday night that -1,000 persons 
were dead at Chilian and that the 
ruined city was in flames. Tho pilot, 
Byron Rickards, who flew from San- 
tiago to Chilian, a city of 40,000, 220 
miles south of Santiago, and returned, 
said in his report to Lima; 


"Chilian in ruins and afire. Ground 


observers reported 4,000 dead." 


Pan-American-Grace said Rickards 


had taken government officials and 
medicines to Chilian and that the com- 
pany had placed four planes in opera- 
tion for>rescue work between Santiago 
and Chilian and Chilian and Concep- 
tion. 


A National Airline pilot reported the

On the Other Hand 


At the oppsitc extreme a measure 


called the General Welfare Act, in- 
troduced in the Senate by Senator 
Claude ' Pepper and in the House 
of Representatives by Joe Hcndricks, 
both of Florida. It is the Townsend 
Plan without the $200-a-month floor, 
It calls for n straight two per cent 
transactions tax and flat monthly pay- 
ments to everyone over GO, with the 
provision that the person getting the 
money must give up his job and spend 
all his money as fast as he gets 
it— viz. monthly. 


Its sponsors figure that it would 


provide at least ?60 a month to start 
and probably more. Eventually, they 
say, it would furnish the full ?200. 


Then 
there is Senator Sheridan 


Downey of California, who rode into 
office with Townsenditc backing, and 
who says that while he did not in- 
itatc or advocate the famous California 
pension plan, he thinks the country 
has got to raise its purchasing power 
through some system of old age an- 
nuities. 


"Our farms and industries arc op- 


erating at half capacity," he says. "We 
must double our purchasing power, 
and to do it we must raise wages and 
get decent retirement annuities into 
the hands of our senior citizen's. Those 
annuities must be made a matter of 
right, not a charity. We must look on 
the old people as older partners who 
have retired from a business which 
not only can support them but which 
vitally needs the.ir consuming pow- 
er." 


Within a few weeks Senator Downey 


will declare himself from the Sen- 
ate floor. He likes the General Wel- 
fare Act but doesn't think it goes far 
enough, and asserts thai Ihe counlry 
musl pay pensions of at least $100 a 
month. 


Wants Present Law Amended 


Senator Edward C. Johnson of "Col- 


orado is out to amend the existing 
act. He would lower the age limit for 
old age assistance payments from 65

The 
licenses of several a'm'ateur stations 
were suspended. Telegraph and tele- 
phono lines were out of commission.

Perhaps Senator Lodge and Dow- 


ney are two potenl reasons for the 
administralion's current efforl lo lib- 
eralize the Social Security Act. But 
whatever the decisive factor, it seems 
extremely likely that when the ses- 
sion ends one more step will have 
been taken in the direction'of an easier 
and more secure old age for the coun- 
try's citizens.

The a'm'endmenls .would expressly 


provide that after the effective date of 
the act all sales lax revenues in excess 
ot monthly collection for the corre- 
sponding months of 1938 would go into 
the sanatorium building fund until the 
end of the fiscal year June 30.

to oppose my proposal," sad Nyberg, "I 
want you to be prepared to offer a bet- 
ter system. The present system of 
collecting sales tax is no system at all. 
We have the rottenest system that

Huge Subsidy for 
Rails Is Demanded 


Assert Rails Would Re- 


quire 2 Years to Pre- 


pare for War 


NEW YORK.-WP)-An outright fed- 
eral subsidy for railroads of between 
$1,000,000,000 and ?2,000,000,000 was ad- 
vocated Wednesday by Harry A. 
Wheeler, president of the Railway Bus- 
iness association, in making public that 
organization's legislative program. 


The association represents the views 


of companies manufacturing and sell- 
ing railway equipment. It does not of- 
ficially represent the views of railway 
management. 


The subsidy— and Wheeler said his 


association had decided to eschew con- 
gressional requests to "disguise" the 
word subsidy under some such term as 
"contingent loans."— "is based upon three 
grounds which were set forth as ur- 
gent necessities: 


1. National defense. 
2. Publicity safety, 
3. National economics. 
So precarious is the national defense 


^picture as to railroads, said Wheeler, 
that if war were declaced tomorrow, 
and unlimted funds were made avail- 
able, "it would take not less than two 
yea.rs to put the railroads into shape 
to handle the military requirements 
Of 1918." 


As to public safety, Wheeler said 


that operating expenses e 
that operating economics by the rail- 
roads during depression years had 
brought many lines, especially secon- 
dary lines, "to the danger point." 


Supported by arguments Adduced by 


Dr.- Lewis C. Sorrell, professor of 
transportation at the University of Chi- 
cago, economic adviser to the associa- 
tion, Wheeler pointed out that pru- 
dent, peacetime rehablilation. of the 
railroads would prove a semi-perma- 
nent major factor in national economic 
recovery, through direct and indirect 
effects upon heavy industry.

from Senalors Murray (Dem., Mont.) 
and Miller (Dem., Ark.) The letter's 
announcement came as a surprise as he 
has been regarded as an advocate gen- 
erally of eponomy. 


"In my opinion," he told the senate, 


"we we confronted not so 'much with 
a theory as with a condition which we 
must meet. I cannot bring myself to 
support a reduction in relief appropria- 
tions so long as our unemployment 
problem exists as it does today. I am 
willing to economize, but I shall not be 
a party to economy at expense of hu- 
man misery."
